~ the spread, of Boropean custums and cjvi- 
lisation in China, thoro ‘ia room for satisfne. 
tion with the strides which have been made, 
It. is true they do not come up to what the 


——— more -sangnine-night—wish—or to what was 


somewhat bastily assuthed-as_likely to result 
from our intercourse ‘with the couutry as 
‘established by the last, treaty.’ “But thero 
has been a steady increase in our ‘trade, and 
year after year hag seen the number of Chi- 
nese having some acquaintance with Enro- 
pean appliances augmented, The progress 
has been elow, bat, bearing in mind the 
‘obstacles which have had to be overcome, it 
has fairly come up to all that any reasonable 
min might have anticipated from the first. 
‘Pho bulk of ihe Chinese see little in Buro- 
pean ideas worthy of imitation, but large 
-numbera.are-aware-of-.the advantages-to be 
derived from Westernarts.and-sciences, and 
are by ne-means slow to tum their imow- 
ledge to practical aceount. If.we feel dis- 
satisfied with the strides which the higher 
portion of our civilisation has made in China, 
we must bear in mind that only a very 
' limited number of Chinese have had any 
Opportunity of forming a judgment. for 
themselves with regard to it, Even ‘to 
the natives possessing. some school know. 
ledge “of our language, our’ literature is 
a sealed book. “They may. have ‘acquired 
some general notion of tha Bible which they |, 
roughly compare to their classics, but oven 
of this, their ideks aro for the most part con- 
* fused, while the large range. of history and 
philesophy is almost an unknown land to 
“them. It is not surprising that they adbere 
to their old ideas, as the simple fact is they 
uve hitherto had no others presented them, 
_ at least in respect to niatters of political 
economy, and administration. - For example 
they know by heart every argument’ against 
the policy of exporting rice, the food of the 
-people, aid:have never even heard of the 
doctrines of free trade, or known that such 
men ag Anam Sata and Sruanr Mrrx exist 
od, . Simple ignoranio is in this, and’ many 
other instances, the secret of what appeara at 
first eight unnccouttatle obstinacy. That 
there is good ground to hops that if the 
Chinese could be more enlightenod on such 
matters, they would evince a disposion to 
make improvements on their own: aystew, ip 
shown by the fact, where they have had op. 
portunity of acquiring information, they have 
shown a very decided inclination to avail 
themselves of improved appliances.’ The 
trading’ classes have in thix, aa is the case in 
all things, been much restricted by their 
‘officials; but- wherever they have been able 
tw do’ so, they bave availed themselves 
with avidity .of opportunities for con- 
ducting trade in foreign goods and adypt- 
ing foreign improvements, Go far, therefore, 
as practical’ matters are concerned, the Chi. 
nese have uot shown’ themselves averes to 
adopt new ideas; and we may not unreason- 
‘ably conclude that if tho official classes could 
“once ste.as practical resulta likely to accrue 
from their following foreign principles of ad- 
ministration, of financé, or of law, they would 
_. bees willing to adopt our notions as. the

Of tho physical constitution of tho stars 
wo know. bué little. Analogy tells us that 


—— — they are—bodies—ofihe-samo character, and 


probably of much tho same magnitude, as 
our own sun. Reeent spectrum analysis goes 
further, and shows us. from ‘an-examination 
of their light that the substances which exist 
most plentifully in tho “sun's ‘atmosphere, 
suck as sadium, ara also to bo met with 
largely nmong tho stai's. More information 
about then than this we Lave not: much hopo 
-of attaining to, There is no.reasonable pro- 
Vability of our over having telescopes power- 
ful enough: to give’ us ‘further revelations: 
of the nature of the stars. To-our present 
‘instruments: they appear simply ag-speclzs of, 
light of uo visible dimensions, and “difering 

in brightness. According, to these 


"varying degrees of. brillianey the stars are 


classed—the brightest being styled of the 
jirat magnitnde, the next of the second mag- 
nitude, and so on through the ‘telescopic 
“stars down to the fifiecnth. But, this term 
aiust not be misunderstood. ‘None of thom 
have any perceptible magnitude whatever; 
even Sirius, the brightest, presents no mark. 
ed disc like tho planets; he is strictly a 
iithematical point of light—position with- 
out magnitude. . It is probable that thestars 
do not differ very mnch in actual size and 
inherent brilliaucy, and that their gradations 
of apparent brightness are doo ‘almost en- 


" tirely to the different distances at which they 


are situated from us. ' Tlic tiny orb, which 
id only revealed to us by the :most powerful 
telescope, is probably a not Jess glorious sun 
than Sirius or Procyon, but it is ‘buried at 
such a depth in the abysses of space as to 
be altogether invisible to the unaided oye.—

ANCIENT: GREECE AND. MEDIZVAL 

ITALY," - 

As the Greek nation was the first, which 
doveloped for itself anything worthy of the 
uame of civilisation, ‘Greece and the Greek 
colonies naturally formed the whole extent of 
their own: civilised world. Other uations 
were simply outside barbarians. In- the best 
daya of Greece the interference of a ‘foreign 
power in her internal quarrels would ‘have 
seemed as if the sovereign of. Morucco or 
China ‘should ‘claim the presidency of a 
auodern European congress. In. later times 


. indeed Sparta and Thebes and “Athens, each 
iu, turn, found it convenient to contract 


political alliances with the Great. King. at 
‘kbatana, or with their more dangerous 
neighbour at Pula. -. But the Mede always 
remiined a purely external enemy ora purely 
external paymaster; ‘the Maeadoniun bad 
himself to’ become a’ Greek before bis turn 
came to be the dominant power of Greece, 
But in-wedieval Italy the case was wide- 
ly ‘different, Sho affected, sindeod, to 
apply the name “barbarian to all -nntions. 
beyond her mountain-bulwark. Nor did as. 
sumption want sume show of justification in 
her palpable pre-eminence iu wealth, in re- 
finement, in literature, iu many branches of 
art; shove all, in polifical knowledge and pro- 
‘gras, But, uotwithstanding this, it was im- 
possible to place mediwval Italy so far above 
contemporary ‘France or Spain or -Germuny, 
as ancient Greece stood above the rest of ber 
<ontémporary world. All the states of West- 
ern Christendom were fragments of a single 
Empire, whose laws and language aud Ge- 
neral ctvilisation bed left traces among them 
all. A common religion, too, United them 
against the paynim of Cordova or Bagdad, too 
often againat the’ schismatic who filled the 
throne of Constantine. Italy forages saw the 
lawful successor of her Kings and-Cowars in a 
Barbarian-of the race most stiento-ber feel- 


“+ jugs and language. Most of her bighest 


nobility’ drew: their ongin from ‘tho same 
foreign: stock. No wonder then if nations 
Jese alien to. het tongue and nianzers played a 
part io her internal politics which differed 
widely from any interference of barbarians 
in .the’ affaira of Greece.

It is dangerous’ to put young woinen, to 
Loarding schools, unless their parents live sv 
disorderly that their children may grow wicked 
or base by their examples.”

putrify and corrupt, and soon, become rotten 
at the core, Whereas, if .every'pear, apple, 
aud plum, wera laid by themselves apart-in & 
dry and clean plate, théy would be found 
wholesome, and last as long as it was their 
nature: to last. So if young women wore 
bred singly, carefully, and industriously, one 
by one, there. would be no dunger of ‘their 
learning fromm each other craft, dissembling, 
fraud, spite, slander, and the hike,. Besides, 
whore there are many together of several 
dispositions, they ara. not only apt to catch 
the infection of ill qualities from each other, 
but-often breed vices, which ruin themselves, 


consume their ‘estates, or eat a hole in their 
reputation. ‘Besides, all board scholars of 
the effeminate sex. are like sale meat dressed. 
at a cook's shop, which always tastes of the 
dripping-pan or smoke. So most commonly 
those that are bred at schools have a smack 
of the ‘school, at least in their bebaviour— 
that is, constraint, And their exercises, 
though they are commendable in women of.
